tem by waste matter in the intestine. That is a 
pausible notion to the mind of the layman. To the 
scientific mind the notion is absurd. 
The truth is 


that in every day constipation no absorption of poi- 
sonous matter occurs. 
The unpleasant sensations 


of the victim of this autointoxication delusion are 
demonstrably due to other factors, among them 
mere anxiety or worry about the state of the^ bowels, 
anxiety aroused by knowing so much "which ain't 
so" about autointoxication and its alleged train of 
evil consequences. 
The vphysician's conception of 


autointoxication has no particular reference to in- 
testinal function but relates rather to the formation 
of abnormal products of metabolism or general 
functional life in tho tissues and blood.

The old jibe that "the only good 


Indian is a dead Indian" is disproved 
by more than one fact. Government 
publications, for instance, declare that 
tho Seminoles arc "good 
Indians." 


Frequently in troubled times on the 
frontier friendly Indians warned set- 
tlers of impending trouble or shel- 
tered 
them 
until 
the 
emergency 


passed. 


Many stories of the Ojlbways show 


that, numerous individuals deserved 
to be classed as ''good." 
The fol- 


lowing incident in the experience of 
a government surveyor suggests that 
"goodness" is not the exclusive pos- 
session of the white man. While the 
surveying party was in the field, one 
of the chainmen became ill. 
It be- 


came necessary to send to a. neighbor- 
ing Indian agency for some one who 
could speak 
English 
to take 
the 


place of the sick man. 
After work- 


ing a few days, 
the young Indian 


who was chosen for this 
purpose, 


went to hla employer and asked for 
release. 
The surveyor reluctant to 


give up a competent and much-needed 
helper questioned him 
as to 
the 


reason for going. His answer might 
give food for thought to many who 
would regard 
themselves 
as 
hisj 


superiors. -"I must go back to my 
own people." he said "Your young 
men use bad oaths and If I stay here 
I may learn them. There is not an 
oath in the Ojlbway language." 


The surveyor called his young men 


together and told 
them the 
story. 


The appeal was not lost upon ("hem. 
They had erred, as do so many hoys 
rather through thoughtlessness than 
purpose. 
The result was that pro- 


fanity was almost completely broken 
up,in that camp, and the Indian con- 
tinued at his work.

choose that article of food and 
omit the potatoes. It is a mistake, 
however, to give up all starch 
foods.

Starch foods have
